NEW DELHI (AP)—Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru Sat- 
urday rushed top Indian poli- 
tical advisers to join the Dalai 
Lama still on the march along 
the northeast frontier. 

There were indications Nehru 
wants to keep the Tibetan ruler 
out of the public eye during his 
refuge in India to avoid any 
incident — or statement — that 
might lead to an open rift with 
Red China. 

One Government source said, 
“No narasement” of the 23-year- 
old Buddhist king would be per- 
mitted by newsmen hurrying to 
reach him for a direct story on 
his flight from the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

P. N. Menon, the Indian Gov- 
ernment’s foreign press chief, 
was reported to be one of the 
advisers Nehru dispatched to 
the Dalai Lama. Menon was 
consul general in Lhasa, capital 
of Tibet, for several years until 
1956. 


The royal Tibetan party of 
fugitives numbering 80 was re- 
still on the march Satur- 

y morning through rugged 
forests along the frontier with 
indications it would reach thr 
small Indian city of Towang by 
Sunday. 

Tibetan exiles heralded the 
god-king as still the political 
leader of the Himalayan king- 
dom. Their enthusiasm creat- 
ed a potential embarrassment 
for Prime Minister Nehru. 

Nehru, worried about offend- 
ing Peiping, is expected to im- 
pose curbs on the political acti- 
vities of the Dalai Lama. 

Informed sources said India 
would recognize him only ° 
spiritual leader of the Buddhists 
and would bar him from form- 
ing a government-in-exile. 

The frail Dalai Lama, who 
slipped out of his palace in 
Lhasa 18 days ago under the 
noses of Communist guns, was 
still making his lonely trek on 
mule back through wild coun- 
try and, at last reports, bear- 
ing ‘up well, 

The destination of the youth- 
ful monarch, revered by mil- 
lions at “The Living Buddha,” 
still was not clear. One report 
said on reaching Tezpur, where 
there is a usable World War II 
airfielc, he will be flown to New 
Delhi and reach the capital in 
about a week. 


Troops Sent to Tibet

‘Political’ 
Fish Talks 
May Be Held 


Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Kunio Miura said yesterday that 
talks on a “political” level may 
be started soon to speed up 
agreement in the Japan-Soviet 
fishery negotiations by around 
April 20. 

He said that the Soviet pro 
posal to Jimit the Japanese salm- 
on catch to 50,000 tons can 
never be accepted. 


Miura said, however, that the 
Soviet plan on restricted fish- 
ery zones may have to be rec 
ognized in part. 

The A ulture - Forestry 
Minister said the fishery talks, 
which started in January 
would have to be wound up by 
around April 20 in view the 
approaching fishing season. 

If there is no hope of reach- 
ing an agreement at the Japan- 
Soviet Fishery Committee, Mi- 
ura said the Government would 
have to enter into “political” 
negotiations with the Russians 
early this week. 

Miura said a solution on the 
crab catch ceiling and restric 
tive measures would afford an 
opportunity to start the politi- 
cal talks. 

Meanwhile, informed sources 
said that the political negctia- 
tions would start off with in- 
formal talks between Soviet 
Ambassador Nicolai T. Fedo 
renko and Japanese leaders 
who have had previous c¢x- 
perience in negotiating with 
the Russians. They will include 
Ichiro Kono, former chairman 
of the Liberal-Democratic Party 
Executive Board, Minister of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Tatsunosuke Takasaki anc 
Chief Cabinet Secretary Mune- 
nori Akagi, the sources said. 

Japanese and Soviet negoti- 
ators yesterday agreed at an in- 
formal session of the fisrery 
committee to reduce this 
year’s crab catch in view of 
the drop in crab stocks in the 
northern Pacific. Sources said 
final ent on the crab 
fishing issue may be reached 
after a few more informal ses 
sions.

The bitter wage dispute in the 
nation’s coal mining industry 
virtually endéed last night as 
both management and union ac- 


cepted a conciliation sub- 


mitted by the Central Labor Re- 
lations mission. 
The Japan Coal Mine Work- 


ers Union (Tanro) yesterday ac- 
cepted the ¥600 monthly aver- 
age pay raise proposed by CLRC 
Chairman Ichiro Nakayama. 
Management followed by accept- 
ing the conciliation plan later 
in the day. 

Tanro launched a strike 
of indefinite duration at the 66 
collieries of the nation’s i 
major coal mine operators 
March 23. It had been feared 
that the paralyzing strike, the 
biggest in the industry since the 
autumn of 1952, would become 
still devastating in its effects 
since nearly all Japanesé coal 
mining firms are now suffering 
a chronic business slump. 

A delegation representing 11 
of the 14 major coal mine oper- 
ators visited Nakayama yester- 
day and notified him of manage- 
ment’s acceptance of his ¥600 

y raise plan. Prosperous 

okkaido Colliery and Steam- 
ship Co. had accepted the plan 
earlier.

_ GETTYSBURG, P a. 
(AP)—President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower cautioned 
Saturday against aay ap- 
peasement of Russia in the 
Berlin crisis. He said it 
would be a dishonorable 
course and “the most dan- 
gerous one we could pur- 


Appeasement, said Eisenhow- 
would embolden jhe 
Reds to step up their world 
domination drive. 

But the President emphasiz- 
ed anew that the Western pow- 
ers want to avoid war over Ber- 
lin and negotiate a settlement. 
In keeping open the possibility 
of a summit conference wita 
the Soviets, Eisenhower said of 
the United States and its allies: 

“They seek to substitute the 
rule of law for the rule of 
force, the conference table for 
the battlefield.” 

In a@ major address prepared 
for the Gettysburg 
spring convocation, Eisenhower 
called the Soviet move to drive 
the allies out of West Berlin “a 
part of the continuing effort of 
a Communist conspiracy to at- 

nm one overriding goal: world 
domination.”

In his speech, Eisenhower un- 
derscored what he called the

Eisenhower coupled his ap-

Kiyoshi Hirose, retired Tokyo 
banker-amateur botanist who 


grows white birches in the gar- 
den of his Shinjuku home (July 
14, 1958) has recently found 
himself caught in the nation- 
wide enthusiasm over the April 
10 wedding of the Crown 
Prince. ° 
Things started in mid-March 
when Crown Prince Akihito 
chose from among five plants 
pr by the Empress the 
white birch as the identification 
mark of his bride-to-be Michiko. 
Every Imperial Household 
member has his or her own 
mark attached to their personal 
belongings for identification. 
As soon as the news spread, 
newspaper and magazine re- 
porters rushed to Hirose for in- 
terviews or to ask the amateur 
botanist to write something 
about the plant. This was only 
natural in view of the fact that 
 Hirose’s knowledge of the white 
birch has no parallel even 
among professional botanists. 
One day last week a vernacu- 
lar daily devoted large space to 
the amateur botanist and his 
white birhes in its evening edi- 
tion, in connection with the 
forthcoming royal wedding. 
Letters and visitors are increas 
ing daily ever since, he said, al- 
most every one of them asking 
for saplings to commemorate the 
Prince’s wedding. 


“I tell every one of them,” 
the 63-year-old botanist said, 
“that they'll have to wait three 
years before their turn comes 
because this is the actual situa- 
tion. 

The amateur botanist said he 
wanted to present white birch 
saplings to the Crown Prince 
and Miss Shoda when he heard 
the news that the tree had been 
adopted as the future Crown 
Princess’ mark, but he will have 
to wait another year, because 
saplings must be transplanted 
in late March or early April and 
the new residence of the Prince 
at Akasaka will not be complet 
ed until this summer.

The difficulty of getting at 
the root of Pokkuri-byo, which 
takes the form of heart failure, 
he said, lies in the fact that 
because the death suddenly 
claims a healthy man without 
any previous symptoms, no clli- 
nical data about the physical 
condition of the victim is likely 
to be available. 


Another difficulty is the fact 
that it is very hard for even an 
experienced doctor Ww tell Pok- 
kuri-byo (literally translated 
» disease”) from ordinary 
heart failure. Therefore, Yo- 
shimura believes actually sev- 
eral times as manly young men 
as are reported have died from 
the mysterious attack which oc- 
curs while the victim sleeps. 


There is one thing new about 
his study of Pokkuri-byo that 
happened since this reporter in- 
terviewed him last April. It 
was the Education Ministry's 
grant for promotion of research 
given last September to the 
Medical Examiner’s Office and a 
dozen other university hospitals 


‘which also are conducting study 


on the disease. 

The grant for this research 
totals ¥900,000. After this was 
distributed among other labora- 
tories engaged in the same 
study, Dr. Yoshimura received 


only ¥85,000.

New Worm Detection 
Method Discovered 


A new completely accurate 
method of detecting the pre- 
sence of roundworms in the 
body has been discovered. 


The discovery Was announc- 
ed Friday by Prof. Tetsuo Mori- 
shita of Gifu Medical University 
at the Parasitic Worms Sym- 
posium of the Medical Congress 
now under way in Tokyo. 


Roundworms are presently 
detected by checking the pati- 
ent’s stool for the presence of 
parasitic eggs. The drawback 
of this method was that no eggs 
showed up when only male 
roundworms were lod.zed in the 
intestines of the body. 


In Morishita’s new method, 
roundworms are first bred in a 
solution of salt water for the 
purpose of obtaining a secreting 
fluid (antigen). 

This fluid is injected into the 
blood stream of a rabbit where 
an antibody is produced to pro- 
tect the rabbit from foreign mat- 
ter. By this process, an immu- 
nized serum is obtained. 


Into the serum, a neutral fluid 
from the patient is introduced. 
The fluid is obtained by treat- 
ing the stocl in the acid and 
heat process.

Kino-E’s Vegetable Cuisine Prepared 
In True Kyoto Imperial Court Style

Shojin-Ryori or vegetable 
cuisine originated in Kyoto 
since Buddhist priests were all 
vegetarians in the olden days. 
It also developed at the Ini- 
perial court. In Kyoto, situated 
rather far from the sea, fish 
was not easily available so 
vegetables became the main in- 
gredients in the court kitchens. 


As it became popular restav- 
rants specializing in this type 
of cooking sprang up, mainly 
in temple precincts. 

Although Kyoto is the home 
of Shojin-ryori, one need not go 
as far to get an authentic taste 
of it. One day last week we 
went to the E which we 
heard was run all in Kyoto 
style. ‘ 


We were greeted by two 
pretty maids, speaking the Kyo- 
to dialect and led to a tastefully 
decorated room. There we were 
welcomed by the mistress of 
the house, attractive, 
clad Miss Toshiko 
daughter of Kyoto.

ed in Hakata style (Hakata is 
in Kyushu); and Shojin-ryori, a 
complete vegetable meal of sev- 
en courses, 

Since we couldn't try all 
three dinners, we chose the 
Shojin-ryori. On that day it

Then soy-bean soup was serv- 
ed in an exquisite lacquer bowl. 
It contained mushrooms, millet 
cakes and a vegetable which 
tasted like udo. Next we had 
ankake (arrowroot starch). In- 
side a large lacquer bow! there 
was something which looked 
like a manju (sweet bean cake) 
but it was made from grated 
taro and stuffed with mush- 
rooms. Other exotic vegetables 
in it were fu (gluten), kikurage 
(Judas” ear), ( ko 
nuts). The whole thing was 
covered with a sauce contain- 
ing green peas. 

Grated yam wrapped in sea- 
weed and seasoned with grated 
horseradish, followed tem- 
pura of deliciously fried vege- 
ta@les and finally dengaku (mii- 
let cake top with kinome- 
miso sauce) served with bam- 
boo shoots and fu completed the 
course. Though each dish con- 
tained a very small quantity we 
felt we had enough by the time 
rice was served with a plate of 
Japanese pickles.

Trade Council Warns U.S. 


Japan Salmon Import Ban 
Would Be ‘Grave Mistake’ 


SEATTLE (UPI)+-The U.S.Japan Trade Council warned Fri- 
day that it would be a “grave mistake” for the United States to 
enact legislation prohibiting imports of Japanese-caught salmon. 

It hinted that any embargo might turm Japan toward the 


Communist bloc. 


Furthermore, the council said, an embargo 


would hurt US. businessmen 
more than Japanese. 


The remarks were made by 
Noel Hemmendinger general 
counsel for the group, in a 
statement prepared for a Senate 
merchant marine and fisheries 
subcommittee. The <ul ¢ommit- 
tee is holding hearings on a bill 
to authorize the Secretary of 
Interior to bar, imports of Japa- 
nese canned salmon. 


The legislation is designed °> 
force Japan to make her salmon 
fishermen fish closer to home. 

The council, a 209-member 
trade association, said, it “is in- 
correct and extremely unfair to 
blame the decision of the De- 
partment of the Interior to 
close the Bristol Bay fishery in 
toto upon Japanese high seas 
salmon fishing.” 


Actually, Hemmendinger said, 
Bristol Bay “has been in long- 
term decline beginning long be- 
fore any Japanese fishing in the 
North Pacific.”

has made headlines, but the main difficulty for Japanese 
exports in this area lies in the one-sided condition of the 
trade. Japan must find more items of import in order to 
increase her exports to Southeast Asian countries. 

As a source of precious dollars for Japanese economy, 
therefore, the importance of the United States becomes all 


the more explicit. 


It is gratifying to see a steady rise in 


the export trade to the United States. 

Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama sought further co- 
operation of the United States in this regard when he visited 
that country last summer. Subsequently, in October, a 
Japanese mission headed by Heitaro Inagaki, president of 
the Japan Foreign Trade Association, visited the United 
States for more technical talks. 

As trade itself is a two-way channel, it is highly de- 
sirable that a trade mission should be dispatched by the 


United States to this country. 


We are glad that we have 


now had occasion to welcome such a. mission. 

Mr. Joseph A. Mack, head of the mission, is also deputy 
director, Office of Field Services, U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. Four other members of the mission are all private 


businessmen. 


Mr. Mack’s successful record in leading two, missions 
to France in 1955 and 1956 serves as the best credentials in 
his present mission to this country. With the assistance of 
private businessmen interested in the Japanese trade, we 
-hope his work here will turn out as successful as, or even 
more successful than, his past record. 

The reciprocal efforts for trade expansion, however, 
have not been entirely free from difficulties.- While the 
Japanese side has been eager to expand exports, American 
enterprisers in some industries have raised voices of alarm 
at the rapid rate of export increase in certain Japanese 

ucts. 


We hope that the U.S. mission’s tour of local Japanese 
cities will give them the opportunity to inspect the con- 
dition of Japanese industries and better understand their 
needs. At the same time, the Japanese industrialists and 
businessmen should avail themselves of this chance of 
direct contact to discuss the best possible way of promoting 


trade with the least friction.

ments and inspired their youthful patrons to delinquency. 
The new ordinance, by requiring such establishments 
to close at 11 p.m., has eliminated them to all intents and 
. Now what the skeptics are waiting for is to see 

what new typé of establishments will replace them. 
The point is, in other words, that the object of attack— 
the criminal elements—are not being eliminated; they are 


only being inconvenienced somewhat. 


And at the same 


time, it might be noted, so are many law-abiding citizens 
who happen to keep late hours. 

From another standpoint, though, the ordinance is 
justified. That is, it should serve to take away some of 
the major sources of immoral enticement to the underaged. 

It remains to be seen how effective this measure will 
be with all its intricate rules which cover all sorts of 
things besides closing hours and may be applied to even 


such places as sushi shops.

beén—the aim of this ordinance will be attained only insofar 
as the police maintain close surveillance.

Talks With Gen. Ayub Give Hope Disputes May Be Settled 


This is the fifth in a series of 
articles by former governor of 
New York, W. Averell Harriman. 
He writes on his findings of his 
trip to India, Pakistan, Europe and 
Russia.—Editor. 


NEW YORK—iIn India I was 
asked the same question again 
and again: “Why are you send- 
ing Pakistan arms which will 
be used against us?” 

In Pakistan I got a complete- 
ly different question: “We are 
your allies by treaty. Why do 
you send uncommitted India 
economic aid that helps them 
strengthen their army and 
‘threaten us?” 

The Ind argument is that 
our milit#fy assistance to Pakis- 
tan, a member of SEATO and 
the Baghdad Pact, has forced 
them to divert badly needed re- 
sources to nearly double their 
military expenditures and thus 
indirectly offset the benefits of 
our aid. They claim that Pa- 
kistan is politically too unstable 
to be trusted not to attack.

Although it is early yet to tell 
whetiier the new regime can 
carry out all its plans, I be- 
lieve there is reason for 
hoping that Pakistan may at 
last be on the road to political 
stability, economic progress and 
eventual democracy. 

One reason for. optimism is 
the personality of Gen. Ayub 
himself. I found him an 
energetic, well-informed man, 
dedicated to improving the life 
of his people. Ruling under 
martial law, one of his first 
moves was to put a stop to the 
graft and corruption which had 
long infested Pakistan’s bureau- 
cracy. 

He is also beginning to car- 
ry out a long talked-of program 
to build decent housing for the 
500,000 refugees now living in 
squalid hovels in Karachi. 
There is a new public sense of 
purpose and respect for govern- 
ment among Pakistan's 86 mil- 
lion people. 

Question of Survival 

In explaining the events that 
led to his seizure of power last 
fall, Gen. Ayub told me, “It 
was not a question of dictator- 
ship versus "°mocracy, but of 
survival.” So far, he considers 
his Government's most impor- 
tant achievement has been to 
institute long delayed land re- 
forms in West Pakistan which 
will free millions of farmers 
from the domination of feudal 
landlords and thus destroy the 
latter’s political domination. 

“This will make it possible to 
establish a democracy,” he said. 
I asked him how long it would 
take Pakistan to develop demo- 
cratic institutions. He said that 
within two to two-and-a-half 
years he “oped to have a con- 
stitution prepared by a com- 
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Fishery Talks 

It is regrettable that the So- 
viet side introduced a harsh 
roposal during the eurrent 
eeeo- Japanese fishery talks to 
restrict Japan’s crab catch to 
200,000 cases and reduce Japan's 
crabfishing areas to one-third 
of last year’s.

Tibetan Puppet Regime 


With the flight of the Dalai 
Larea, spiritual and political 
leader of Tibet's theocratic gov- 
ernment, into India, Peiping 
will establish a puppet regime 
headed by the Panchen Lama 
jin that country. It cannot be 
guaranteed, however, that the 
Tibetans, who have a historical 
sense of distrust regarding the 
Chinese will be obedient to 
any Communist policy to rule 
the tribesmen believing in La- 
maism. Lamaism has so per- 
meated life in Tibet that even 
politics there cannot be separat- 
ed from religion. Economic life 


in Tibet is centered around the 
Lama temples. What policy 
will Peiping carry out in such 
a region? In the United States 
some circles are even criticiz- 
ing the Tibet incident as the 
“Hungarian flareup of the Hi- 
malayas.” The Communist Chi- 
nese should make a reply to 
such criticism instead of con- 
sidering the problem as a 
domestic issue. — Asahi Shim- 
bun 


District Court Verdict 


The ruling by the Tokyo Dis- 
trict Court that the stationing of 
U.S. troops in Japan is uncon- 
stitutional, is right in its way 
of interpreting the Japanese 
Constitution. The ruling, how- 
ever, does not mean .that the 
existing Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty will become null and 
void immediately. There will 
be no other choice for us but 
to await final judgement by the 
Supreme Court regarding the 
Tokyo District Court verdict. It 
is to be hoped that the Supreme 
Court will pass judgement on 
the issue as quickly as possible.

Conciliation Plan 
The Central Labor Relations 
Commission has presented its 
conciliation plan, permitting a 
¥Y600 wage hike, to both man- 
agement and labor of the na- 
tion's major coal mining com- 


panies. The plan is significant 
in that it has shown a clear-cut 
indication as to what future re- 
lations between labor and man- 
agement of the coal industry 
should be. That the plan was 
presented by the commission 
despite its full knowledge of the 
industry’s deficit-ridden ac- 
counts fully suffices to show 
that management should not 
pass the buck to labor for its 
reduced revenue caused by the 
business depression. The plan 
also suggested that the funds 
required for the wage hike 
should be raised through im- 
provement of coal production 
techniques. In this case, the 
workers themselves should also 
endeavor to increase the out- 
put of coal—Hokkaido Shimbun 
(Sapporo) 


Health Insurance System 
. The nation’s social security 
system may enter an epoch- 
making stage with enforcement 
of the projected national annui- 
ty and nationwide health insur- 
ance system.

Always in the background is 
the deadlocked dispute over the 
status of Kathmir.

But 
Gen. Ayub indicated that agree- 
ment on the river waters would 
end the most immediate threat, 
and other negotiations might 
follow, 


“We would gladly be reason- 
able if the Indians were,” he 
told me, and suggested that the 
two countries might reduce 
their military expenditures and 
ultimately think in terms of 
“common defense” instead of 
defense against each other. 

Coming from Pakistan's 
strong man, this attitude is a 
new and hopeful sign in a de- 
pressing situation. Unlike his 
predecessors, who often played 
on popular emotions to con- 
solidate their power, Gen. Ayub 
appears to be a man with the 
strength and self-assurance 
to be moderate. This year, for 
example, he became the first 
Pakistan) leader to attend the 
annual celebration of India’s 
national holiday at the Indian 
High Commission in Karachi. 

This gesture was favorably 
noted in New Delhi; it made it 
easier for Nehru to quiet the 
uproar in India this month 
when the new bilateral defense 
pact between Pakistan and the 
United States was signed. 

Need Each Other 

The importance of better 
relations between these two 
countries, linked together by so 
much history, cannot be over- 
estimated. They need to trade 
with each other. (For ex- 
ample, Pakistan should be 
obtaining more Indian coal in- 
stead of going as far afield as 
Poland and China; and India 
needs Pakistan jute to keep its 
mills going.) 

‘As partners in the struggle 


effortS should be directed to re 
ducing tensions between India 
and Pakistan, without antagon- 
izing either side. 

The most urgent problem is 
the issue of the river waters. 
During the past several years 
proposals have been made by 
the World Bank, under the re- 
sourceful leadership of its pres- 
ident, Eugene Black, to help fi- 
nance a canal construction 
gram which would tie the six 
rivers together in such a way 
and under such agreements 
that both countries would get 
adequate water for their irriga- 
tion projects. But there are 
still disagreements about certain 
aspects of this program. 

A settlement of this question, 
so vital to life in large areas 
of both countries, particularly 
Pakistan, would certainly re- 
lieve tensions and form a basis 
for future settlement of other 
disputes. After my talks in 
New Delhi and Karachi, I am 
satisfied that this is the year in 
which an agreement can be 
achievéd. As friends of both 
India and Pakistan, our infiu- 
ence and help can play a deci- 
sive role.

American Image of Japanese Labor

Slim Chance for Tibet 


By HENRY BRADSHER ; . 


KALIMPONG, India (AP)— 
What chance do, the Tibetans 
have of defeating the Chinese 
Communist armies and winning 
independence? 


Almost none, most Tibetans 


in this Indian border town say, 
as reports come in of recent 
fighting in Lhasa and guerrilla 
warfare elsewhere. 

“Our people are fighting out of 
desperation,” one Tibetan said. 


pro- “There is no hope ¢* defeating 
“600 million Chinese.” 


A few Tibetans are mor? 
hopeful. They base the opti- 
mism on the claimed strength 
and past successes of the re- 
sistance movement, on the 
geography of Tibet, and on the 
nature the people. 

Sources here say Tibetan 
guerrillas dominate the south- 
ern part of Tibet, from the 
forth of Bhutan almost 450 
miles to the Salween River, 
above India’s northeast fron- 
tier. Another pocket of guer- 
rillas in north of Lhasa, and 
most of eastern Tibet is unsafe 


for Chinese, thése sources 
claim. 
Estimates of the number 


Tibetans actually under arms 
vary greatly. Probably neither 
Tibetans nor Chinese know 
with any precision. 

Some sources say more than 
25,000 men are in the National 
Defe Army, (NDA) the 
name Tibetans have given their 
guerriHa forces. Reports from 
the guerrillas themselves—prob- 
ably exaggerated — tell of 50,- 
000 men still fighting in north- 
eastern Tibet alone after 20,000 
were killed and 40,000 captured 
over a five-month period. 


Whatever its number, the 
NDA apparently is not an army 
in the normal sense. The slow- 
ness of horse communications 
reduces the various fighting 

to virtual independence 
of other units. Conflicting ev- 
idence seems to indicate there 
is no single over-all command- 


Despite lack of organization, 
e resistance has some aspects 
of the European underground 
movements of the past. One is 
the clandestine publication of 
news sheets, some of which 
reach this frontier town by 
devious routes past both Chi- 
nese and Indian border guards. 

Available sources agree that 
these same routes are not used 
to smuggle arms into Tibet. 
The Indian Government keeps 
a tight rein on weapon permits 
to avoid any international inci- 
dent. The guerrillas depend to 
a large extent on weapons cap- 
tured from the Chinese, and the 
fierce Khampa tribesman men 
make their own rifles. 

Tibetans estimated several 
months ago that there were 
300,000 Chinese Communist 
troops in Tibet. Unconfirmed 
reports say reinforcements are 
now being rushed there. 

The Communists are believ- 
ed to have 50,000 to 70,000 
troops on the 12,000-foot Kyi 
River plain around LMasa. The 
Tibetan capital, where fighting 
raged for about four days in 
mid-March, has a population es- 
timated at up to 100,000 includ- 
ing some 30,000 monks. 

Although the flat ground 
around ~ hasa makes the city 
easy for the Chinese to defend, 
much of the rest of Tibet is 
ideal for guerrilla warfare. 

Tibet's average altitude of 
16,000 feet—higher than the 
tallest peaks of the United 
States or Europe—makes fight- 
ing difficult for lowland Chi- 
nese. Passes higher than 17; 


000 feet and narrow gorges are 
ideal for ambush. Numerous 
bridges make the few 

roads vulnerable to satete. 
Remote valleys offer good hid- 
ing places. 

The Chinese cannot be every- 
where at once in the 475,000 
square mile country. Tibetans 
can hit suddenly and have 
plenty room for running. 

The resistance claims that 
the’ truck highway which the 

completed in 1954 
across eastern Tibet from Cen- 
tral China to Lhasa has been 
unusable since 1956 because of 
guerrillas. A second new road 
to Lhasa from the north is 
frequently cut off, and can be 
used only by heavily armed 
convoys, these sources say. 

The Chinese recently opened 
a third road into Lhasa through 
western Tibet from . Sinkiang. 
One unconfirmed report says 
the NDA dispatched 1,000 
Khampas into western Tibet— 
which up to now hag not been 
the scene of fighting—to try to 
cut this highway. 

A fourth Chinese-buillt high- 
way runs from Lhasa almost 
to the border of Sikkim, the 
semi-independent state which 
serves as a 20-mile buffer be- 


highway also was blocked by 
resistance forces, according to 
reports here. 

Such actions amount to 
harassment rather than the de- 
feat of the Chinese, however. 

The apparent inability of the 
guerrillas to deal the Chinese 
a knockout blow means that 
fighting is likely to drag on for 
a long time. The Chinese would 
have to pour in very heavy 
forces to completely strangle 
the resistance. : 

Ardent supporters of the 
NDA contend that in a stale- 
mate, the nature of the Tibetan 
people will be an important 
factor. 

“The Tibetans will never co- 
operate with invaders. They 
will lay down lives to get rid 
of oppressors,” a young exile 
said. 

Older heads fear even that 
willingness to die will not be 
enough to save Tibet from Chi- 
nése domination. Without hope 
of foreign intervention, ‘they 
feel, Tibet must face a future 
of increasingly oppressive Chi- 
nese control designed to des- 
troy the centuries-old ways of 
their homeland.
